1. Final Draft Budget 2009/ 2010 
Background 

In terms of section 15 of the MFMA Act no. 56 Of 2003, (a) a municipality must 
incur expenditure in terms of an approved budget and; (b) within the limits of 
the amounts appropriated for under the different votes in an approved budget. 
In order to comply with this provision, Section 16 (2) requires that the Council of 
a Municipality approves a budget for each financial year before the start of the 
financial year. 

The draft budget was tabled before council on the 30‘^ of March 2009 as per the 
provision of 16(2), being at least 90 days before the start of the budget year. 

Consultation and public comments were sort and received by the Mayor as per 
section 22 (a) (i). 


2. Comments received on the draft budget 
2.1Provincial treasury comments 

As per correspondence from treasury a recommendation was made to table the 
assessment results of the 2009/10 budget to council. 

Formal responses to acknowledge findings by provincial treasury: 





• The provision for doubtful debt was included as operating expenditure of the 
finance department. The provision is now disclosed as a separate line item. 

• The comment made by treasury on property rates collection in prior years is 
misguided purely from the fact that Mpofana municipality only implemented 
the property rates act in the 2008/2009 financial year. 

• The year to date figure for staff housing had not been journalized as income 
hence the income of R 69 445 was not yet projected but this is corrected in 
the final draft budget. 

• The FMG grant was also not included in the draft budget and has been 
included in the final draft. 

• Operating expenditure: the increase in interest expense is higher than in prior 
years: due to the uMseleki loan that we had anticipated to be written off but 
was not by provincial local government. The budget also caters for the 
interest expense arising from the dispute with Prodiba for monies owed by 
council to them for services rendered. 

• The budgeted figure for salaries was erroneously lower than the 2008/09 
amount and this was because the first draft budget for 09/10 did not budget 
for vacant positions. The Final draft budget takes into account all vacant 
positions as well as the expense of implementing the job valuation findings. 

• Other operating expenses have been decreased at departmental level as an 
initiative of management to control spending. 

2.2 Comments from community stakeholders 

• Ward one raised a request and concern and need for youth and FIIV /Aids 
programs which have an allocation of R 150 000 each in the final draft 
budget. The Kwanaloga games are to be funded from the youth budget. 

• Extensive consultation with the rate payers association lead to the 
following: 

Residential tariff to be increased from 1 cent to 1, 12 cents 
Commercial tariff to be decreased from 3.50 cents to 1.70 cents 
Agricultural tariff to be lowered from 1 cent to 0.28 cents 


Public service infrastructure to decrease from 1.25 cents to 0.25 cents 



• Consultation with the farmers association and the implementation of 
Gazette no 32061 and 32062 ; which regulates a relationship between 
the residential and agricultural rate to be levied under the MRPA to a 
ratio of 1:0.25 was agreed on. 

• Ward 2; raised a concern for inner roads to be leveled and graded and 
this is presently budgeted for at R 1500 000 under the capital budget, 
final draft 

3. Draft resolutions 

The following draft resolutions are the requirements of the Act as per section 

17(3)(a). 

• The consolidated final draft budget for 2009/10 as set out in the agenda be 
adopted for approval 

• That the multi-year final draft budget for 2009/10 to 2011/12 financial years 
together with budget returns be submitted to National and provincial 
treasuries 

• That the credit control and debt collection policy be re-affirmed with more 
emphasis on legal action being taken for all outstanding debt. 

• Draft property rates policy be approved with its amendments; noting the 
following changes proposed: 

The farmers rebate will move from being 30% in the current year to 
43.75% in the 2009/10. 

The public benefit organization rebates be receivable upon application and 
each case dealt with under its own merits. 

• That the tariff policy and notices for the amendments of tariffs and other 
levies and rates charges be approved 

• That rates for 2009/10 be paid in 12 equal monthly installments starting from 
31 July 2009 

• That interest on over due accounts be continued to be charged at the 
applicable rate 


Salaries and wages for all employees except section 57 be increased in 
accordance with SALGA Bargaining Council resolution with effect 1 J uly 2009 



Recommendations 


It is recommendation that council approves the above to be the 2009/10 budget 
resolutions and adopts the final draft budget as the budget for 2009/2010.
